Several persons were injured, none 
fatally, and thousands of dollars of 
damage done by a storm which dev­ 
astated a large area east and south 
of Rock ford last evening. 
Byron, so 
far as k nown, was the hardest hit 
of the villages near Rock ford. Scores 
of buildings in the town and country­ 
side were leveled by the fiercest tor­ 
nado which that community has ever 
experienced. 
The 
property 
loss 
there, It is estimated, will 
reach 
$250,000. 
The loss at Cherry Valley 
is estimated at $15,000. 
It is not 
k nown that the storm caused a sin­ 
gle fatality near here. 
One woman, 
one girl and fifteen men, fourteen 
of the latter being Greek laborers, 
were injured at Byron. 
One woman 
was hurt at Cherry Valley. 
With an estimated property loss of 
a quarter of a million dollars in the 
village and roundabout Byron as a 
result of the tornado which prevailed 
at about 8 :30 last night, the great 
wonder in the minds of all who were 
in the thick of the storm is that no 
one was k illed. 
The utter desolation of the strick en 
district, the complete destruction of 
farm and village buildings, elevators, 
creamery, railroad cars, created a 
scene today that might have been a 
result of the passage of a Hun army. 
With the exception of a couple of 
hundred people engaged in chopping 
away trees, 
clearing 
streets and 
hunting for their outbuildings, the 
people were standing about today 
agape at the wreck age wrought by 
the terrible wind.

Although the presence of Ameri­ 
can soldiers in London has long been 
a familiar sight, this is only the sec­ 
ond time the Americans have been 
seen in marching order and London 
has just had its first opportunity to 
view a part of the National Army. 
When they returned to their bar­ 
rack s, each of the American troops 
received 
a personal message from 
the King, which read: 
“Soldiers of the United States, the 
people of the British Isles welcome j 
you as you are on your way to tak e 
your stand beside the armies of the 
many nations that are now fighting 
in the Old World the great battle of 
human freedom. The allies gain new 
heart and spirit in your company.

between 13 5 and $50 worth of food ev ery day . 
Of course th at came out of 
their own p ockets, too. 
Th e waste in materials of p roduction went up into 
the hundreds of dollars a day . 
Th at came out of th e comp any ’s funds. 


Neither kind of loss was necessary . 
The management fitted up a storage-battery truck as a trav eling ex ­ 
hibit. 
La id out up on it were such items as bread, butter, meats, cakes, 
cra ckers, p ickles, ch eese, fruits, etc., th rown away by emp loy ees. Th ere was 
a nother collection of manufacturing material, cop p er, zinc, lead, mica, rub­ 
ber. felt, gum and oth er materials th at could be used to adv antage, but 


which ha d been th rown aside as waste. 
This truck with its strange burden was driv en along th e sh op aisles. 
Employ ees looked at it. and no doubt p rofited by its p icturesquely -told 


lesson. 
Suppose th e av erage store or business office or h ouseh old fitted up an 
a nti-wa ste ex h ibit of th e th ings carelessly th rown out in th e course of any 
da y . 
It migh t p rov e quite as startling an object lesson as th e one in th e 


fa ctory .

but I missed the chance there. 
Ab out this time 
another

ca me over and clouted out the b est 
friend I had in my company. Before 
the wa r he had b een one of the fin­ 
est singers in the Paris opera houses. 
W hen he was with us he used to say 
tha t the only 
difference 
b etween 
him a nd Caruso was $2,500 a night. 
A poilu and I dragged him into a 
dugout, b ut it was too late. 
One 
side of his face was b lown off; the 
whole right side of him was stripped 
off, and four fingers of the right 
hand were gone. 


I stuck my head out of the dug- 
out, a nd there was the captain dis­ 
cussing 
the m a tte r with 
himself, 
cursing the Germans from here to 
H elgola nd, and putting in a word 
for the b omb s every once in a while. 
All up a nd down the trenches you 
could hea r our men cursing the Ger­ 
ma ns in a ll kinds of languages. 
Be­ 
liev e me, I did my b it, and I could 
hea r some b ody else using good old 
United States cuss words, too. 
It 
certa inly did not make me feel any 
better, b ut it gave me something to 
do. I think that was why all of us 
cursed so much 
then, though 
we 
were pretty handy with language at 
a ny time. But when you are under 
hea v y lire like that, and can 
not 
giv e it b ack as good as you get, you 
go crazy unless you have something 
to do. Cussing is the b est thing we 
could think of. 
Up the trench, the third b ay was
